5 o’clock, H enry Fleetw ood, abou t 20 
y ears of age and the only son of Dr. 
Fleetw ood, dean of W a te rm a n hall, i 
drop p ed into fihe conserv atory and j 
req u ested Miss Bodm an to p lay a se- j 
lection on the p iano. 
Su sp ecting nothing 
w rong. Miss 
Bodm an seated herse lf a t the instru ­ 
ment and 
started to p lay , 
when 
y ou ng Fleetw ood 
p lu nged a long- 
bladed knife into her neck and she 
fell from the stool to the iioor and 
lay the re 
u nconsciou s with 
blood 
s p u rting from the gap ing wou nd. 
— An occ u p ant of an ad joining room 
ru shed into the conserv tory and hu r- 
ridlv 
su m m oned assistance. 
Miss 
B odm an was taken to he r room in 
the d orm itory bu ilding and a p hy si­ 
cian secu red. 
It. is not believ ed that 
fihe wou nd will p rov e fatal, u nless 
bloodp oisoning sets in. 
Y ou ng Fleetwood was taken into 
cu stody and this m orning adju dged 
insane and taken to the asy lu m at 
Elgin.

The board of tax assessors of Aiie- 
gbeny cou nty in Pennsy lv ania pu r­ 
poses to clear the m y stery that has 
hitherto env eloped the estate of the 
late Charles Lockhart of Pittsbu rg, 
which is now said to am ou nt to $ 180,- 
600,000 and to hav e grown to that size 
from three barrels of cru de petroleu m 
1 » ou ght in 1852. say s a P ittsbu rg spe­ 
cial dispatch to the New York Herald. 
Lockhart died on Jan. 26, 1905, leav ­ 
ing a will in which he div ided the bu lk 
of his estate between two sou s, J. II. 
Lockhart and John M. Lockhart, and 
two dau ghters, Mrs. John U. McCu ne 
and Mrs. 11» my Lee Mason. To hi.-i 
other child, Mrs. William S. Flower, 
who m arried a y ou ng dentist against 
the wishes of her family , he left only 
the income of $ 300,000. The will was 
drawn in su ch shape that it was not 
necessary to div u lge the v alu e of the 
estate, which was annou nced to be be­ 
tween $ 10,00*',not) and $ 15,000,000. He 
had been popu larly rated a t between 
$ 200,000,000 and $ 300,000,000. 
It is said that Mrs. Flower will reopen 
her contest of the will. 8he had settled 
her case for $ 475.000 and a life interest 
in $ 1,300.000 on the basis of the estate 
being worth $ 46,000,000. It now dev el­ 
ops that the estate Is worth nearer 
$ 200,000,000 than $ 4(1.000,000. and her 
attorney s are preparing to reopen the 
case and demand a more liberal settle­ 
ment. 
Secrecy has been the key note of the 
Lockhart 
family . 
Charles 
Lockhart 
was nev er commu nicativ e to the pu b­ 
lic, and those who knew him respected 
his crav ing for priv acy . It w as du e to 
this Inherited desire for secrecy that 
Mrs. Flower was able to make better 
terms with her brothers and sisters 
than were prov ided by her father’s will. 
Ev en the reasons on which her su it 
wou ld be bas« *d were not made pu blic, 
bu t it was alleged that her father had 
left at leu st $ 260,000,000. H er share in 
v iew* of this was ridicu lou sly small. 
The su it wou ld hav e resu lted In m ak­ 
ing pu blic the v alu e of the estate, and 
to av oid this the other fou r heirs sacri­ 
ficed $ 250,006 each. 
This, with the 
$ 300,000 tru st fu nd au d $ 400,000 cash 
left to each of the children, presu mably 
to tide them ov er u ntil the estate cou ld 
be settled, gav e Mrs. Flower $ 1,700,000. 
With this she was con ten; to abandon 
the contest 
Now the board of assess­ 
ors has declined to accept the heirs' es­ 
tim ate of hss than $ 10,000,000 and hav e 
retu rned the statem ent to them to be 
sworn to. The assessors believ e the es­ 
tate is worth $ 180,000,000. 
Mr. Lockhart was a man of simple 
bu t cu ltu red tastes. While he bad a re­ 
markable talent for making money , he 
was a dev otee of art. It is said he was 
one of tin- few Pittsbu rg men of wealth 
who bad n<» t at some time or another 
Iteen imposed u pon with a cru de copy . 
He was charitable* bu t was afraid of 
appearing ostentatiou s. 
It is told of 
him that when a committee of women 
wou ld wait u pon him to secu re a con­ 
tribu tion 
to 
charity 
Mr. 
Lockhart 
wou ld perhaps pu t his name down for 
$ 50. 
Then the committee wou ld seek 
Mrs. Lockhart to secu re her mite. 
Glancing ov er the list, Mrs. Lockhart 
wou ld come to the item, “Charles Lock­ 
hart, $ 50.“ 
“There is some mistake 
here,” Mrs. Locklntrt wou ld say . “ Mr. 
Lockhart meant $ 500, not $ 50. 1 will 
correct it.” 'Then she wou ld su bscribe 
her "mite,” probably $ 250. 
When the 
list was retu rned to Mr. Lockhart for 
the two su l/scriptions he wou ld make 
no protest, bu t, with a smile, draw his 
check for $ 750. 
Mr. Lockhart’s great fortu ne grew 
from the pu rchase of three barrels of 
cru de petroleu m. 
He was born on a 
farm in Scotland in 1818. H is parents 
were for the time au d place well to 
do. 
When sev en y ears old he went to 
liv e with his u ncle, a m erchant at G ar: 
liestowu , a Scotch seaport. In 1836 the 
Lockharts emigrated 
to 
the United 
States. 
« karles Lockhart 
came 
to 
Pittsbu rg, secu ring employ ment with 
the wholesale grocery firm of Jam es 
McCu lly & Co. 
In 1855 he became a 
member of the firm. 
It was while still a clerk, in 1852, 
that Lockhart made his v entu re in oil. 
This was the pu rchase of three barrels 
from Isaac Hu ff, who was part owu er 
in a salt well in W estmoreland cou n­ 
ty , from which the McCu lly company 
obtained the salt it sold. 
Disposing of 
this oil at considerable profit, Lock­ 
hart pu rchased a controlling interest in 
the salt well. 
From that time—-April, 
1853-u u til his death he was au oil 
produ cer. 
After the discov ery of oil at Oil creek 
in 1859 by Colonel Drake, Lockhart 
sent a representativ e to inv estigate the 
» field. 
Phillips, Frew & Co. was or­ 
ganized, Lockhart being a member. In 
March, 1860, oil was stru ck, and sixty - 
fou r barrels were shipped by w ater to 
Pittsbu rg. 
In May , 1860, Mr. Lock­ 
hart went to Eu rope with samples of 
cru de and refined petroleu m and open­ 
ed u p the Eu ropean m arket for Ameri­ 
can oil. 
In the same y ear Lockhart, with oth­ 
ers, bu ilt the first refinery in Pltts- 
bu ig and later, with W illiam G. W ar­ 
den, established a commission hou se 
lA Philadelphia and bu ilt the Atlantic 
refinery there. 
Upon the organization 
of the Standard Oil company In 18f4 
all Mr. Lockhart’s oil interests were 
merged Into it, and he became an ao- 
tiv e factor in that corporation.

In this respect he fu rnished a great 
contrast to a well known jockey who 
when a check for $ 1,500 was handed to 
him by the owner of a horse on which 
he had won a race cru mpled It u p con­ 
temptu ou sly , with the rem ark that he 
had “often receiv ed more for riding a 
two-y ear-old.”—Chicago News.
